In the Dayton area are a va 
riety of state memorials worthy 
of visits. 
In Dayton itself is the P au l; 
Laurence Dunbar Home, 
com -! 
mermorating that city’s Negro 
poet. 
Dunbar, 
1870-1906, 
was I 
bom in 
poverty, the son of, 
slaves, and it has been stated j 
that "his life portrays the strug- * 
gle of the Negro people up the 
hill from bondage.” In school at j 
Dayton, one of Dunbar's friends! 
was Orville Wright.

cluded in this tour area: 
Fort St. Clair, in Preble Coun­ 
ty, west of Eaton. This was the 
site of a fort built by General 
James W’ilkinson in 1792, for the

Miamisburg Mound, 
a two- 
acre state park with the largest

River. 
This 
memorial

earthworks are believed to have 
been built by Hopewell Indians 
two or three centuries before 
Columbus discovered America. 
It is believed that the earth­ 
works 
were constructed

both defense 
and 
ceremonial 
purposes. 
Glendower, at Lebanon, one 
of the most beautiful homes of 
this historic city. A white-paint­ 
ed brick on a stone foundation, 
Glendower is rated as an out­ 
standing example of Greek Re­ 
vival architecture in the mid­ 
west. It had a distinguished se­ 
ries of occupants until present­ 
ed to the state in 1945. 
The Air Force Museum at 
Wright * Patterson 
Air Force 
Base is worth including in this 
tour if time permits.

WASHINGTON (AP) —After 
U.S. Marines shattered the Viet 
Cong at Chu Lai last week the 
Johnson administration report­ 
edly had hopes the North Viet­ 
namese might now like to talk 
peace.

Graham 
memorandum 
said 
Robert Kennedy told Johnson he 
should withdraw but John Ken­ 
nedy said that was a mistake 
because "Bobby’s been out of 
touch.”

“Anyone who knows the rela­ 
tionship between President Ken­ 
nedy and myself would know 
that doesn’t make a great deal 
of sense,” he replied.

Schools Face Annual Teacher Shortage 


D ETRO IT (A P )—Machines 


or at least their operators—dis­ 
agree about wrat’s been dubbed 


the “ Monroe Monster.” 
The machines are the same. 
The results of tests given wom­ 
en who say they saw a strange 
creature aren’t. 
The machine is the polygraph, 
and state police used it Mon­ 
day to give a lie detector test 
to Mrs. Ruth Owens, 37, and 
her daughter Christine Van Ack­ 
er, 17. Both claim to have seen 
the “ monster.” 
The test was administered by 
state police polygraph operator 
Dot. William Lamphear. 
Even though the device pooh- 
poohed the monster idea, Mrs. 
Owens and Miss Van Acker still 
maintained they were telling the 
truth about the girl being at­ 
tacked by a huge, hairy crea­ 
ture the night of Aug. 13, Lam ­ 
phear said. 
“ I know what I saw and no 
one can change my mind.” said 
Miss Van Acker as she left the 
state police Redford post for her 
Monroe home. The women said 
they passed an earlier be de 
teeter 
test 
administered 
last 
week by a private operator. 
Mrs. Owens and Miss Van 
Acker had volunteered to take 
the states police polygraph test 
after officials voiced skepticism 
of the monster reported in 
swampy area northeast of Mon­ 
roe off Mentel Road. 
Hubert J. Owens, stepfather of 
Miss Van Acker, backed up the 
two women. 
“ I'm going to look for this 
creature, whether it’s beast or 
human.” He said. “ If it's hu­ 
man, I ’m going to bend a gun 
barrel over its head, and if ifs 
a beast I ’d like to bring it back 
alive.”

Looks Today 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) — 
Ohio 
school 
administrators 
raced the school-opening clock 
today, trying to insure there will 
be a teacher in every classroom 
this fall. 
They are grappling with a 
teacher shortage which one ad­ 
ministrator blames on “ ^ 
per­ 
ennial problem of money.” 
The shortage is more acute 
in 
Southeastern 
Ohio, 
where 
some pay scales are lower than 
the big cities. 
“ Each year we hear tile same 
cry for teachers and we haven’t 
heard any less of it this year,” 
says Maxson Greene, director 
of teacher education and certi­ 
fication for the Ohio Department 
of Education. 
Greene says much of the short­ 
age is caused by teachers, parti­ 
cularly those with degrees in 
science and mathematics, who 
quit teaching for higher paying 
jobs with business and indus­ 
try. 
Akron schools had about two 
dozen vacancies to fill in its 
2,300 member staff. Supt. Mar­ 
tin 
Essex 
attributed 
this 
to 
money. 
“ We 
have 
what has 
been, with rare exception, the 
highest beginning salary sched­ 
ule in the area,” he said. 
Akron started its teachers at 
$5,300 a year and this figure 
was increased by $200 with Gov. 
James A. Rhodes’ recent sign­ 
ing (rf a bill providing a $200 
raise for all Ohio teachers. 
“ W e’re in excellent shape,” 
reported Columbus Supt. Harold 
Eibling. He said that other than 
a good pay schedule, the col­ 
leges 
and universities around 
the city add to teacher attrac­ 


tion. Columbus has 4,000 teach­ 
ers. 
Cincinnati, also the home of 
two major universities, is ‘‘in 
the best position we have been 
for years, with practically all 
our vacancies filled,” reported 
Assistant Supt. George Redfem. 
Cincinnati 
has 
about 3,200 
teachers and lacked “ about IO 
or so” to meet its needs. 
The Ohio Education Depart­ 
ment reported the average sal­ 
ary for a classroom teacher in 
Cincinnati is $6,759 a year, and 
$6,339 in Columbus. 
But in Cleveland where the 
average pay is about the same, 


$6,758, there is a teacher short­ 
age which apparently isn’t link­ 
ed to money. 
Cleveland administrators said 
the were short 82 teachers for 
grades 7 through 12 and 90 on 
the 
elementary 
level. 
Latest 
figures list 5,231 teachers in the 
system. So basically, the short­ 
age is of small percentage. 
Cleveland needs the teachers 
who are the hardest to get, such 
as instructors in math, indus­ 
trial arts and the sciences. 
Greene says Ohio will need 
at 
least 
92.000 teachers 
this 
year and “ We hope that will 
be enough.” 


He said Southeastern Ohio “ is 
having more difficulty because 
of 
the 
changing 
situation 
in 
neighboring 
states.” 
Greene 
says Kentucky and West V ir­ 
ginia 
are 
improving 
teacher 
salaries and “ they are holding 
more people . . . who came 
over here before.” 
Education department figures 
for the 1964-65 school year show 
teacher salaries in this area 
range 
from 
$4,000 
to 
about 
$5,500 a year. Examples of aver­ 
age 
salaries 
are 
Portsmouth 
$5,589, Gallipolis $5,170, Athens 
$5,292 and Jackson $5,274. But 
in 
Ohio’s 
southernmost area, 


Lawrence County, teachers in 
local school districts make from 
$4,029 to $4,437 yearly. 
Ohio 
Education 
Association 
records 
list 
average 
teacher 
salaries in neighboring states 
as Indiana $6,530, Kentucky $4,- 
750, West Virginia $4,590 and 
Pennsylvania $6,150. 
Greene 
thinks 
the 
teacher 
shortage 
problem 
rests 
with 
those outside the schools and 
explained: “ It’s simply a mat­ 
ter of trying to educate the pub­ 
lic, the colleges and 
the 
kids 
in college of the need for teach­ 
ers, emphasizing it as a good 
occupation.”

When the royal family is in 
residence — usually at Christ 
mas and for the pheasant sea­ 
son — extra staff are b ro u g h t 
from Buckingham Palace. 
A royal cleaning woman gets 
four shillings (56 cents) an hour 
and works about 30 hours a 
week. The six being dismissed 
will get a parting gift.

Schools Face Annual Teacher Shortage 


C O LUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) — 
Ohio 
school 
adm inistrators 
raced the school-opening clock 
today, trying to insure there w ill 
be a teacher in every classroom 
tiiis fall. 
They are grappling with a 
teacher shortage which one ad­ 
ministrator blames on “ the per­ 
ennial problem of money.” 
The shortage is more acute 
in 
Southeastern 
Ohio, 
where 
some pay scales are lower than 
the big cities. 
“ Each year we hear the same 
cry for teachers and we haven’t 
heard any less of it this year,’’ 
says Maxson Greene, director 
of teacher education and certi­ 
fication for the Ohio Departm ent 
of Education. 
Greene says much of the short­ 
age Is caused by teachers, parti­ 
cularly those with degrees in 
science aud mathematics, who 
quit teaching for higher paying 
jobs with business and indus­ 
try. 
Akron schools had 
about two 
dozen vacancies to fill in its 
2,300 member staff. Supt. M ar­ 
tin 
Essex 
attributed 
this 
to 
money. 
“ We 
have 
what 
has 
been, with rare exception, the 
highest beginning salary sched­ 
ule in the area, ’ he said. 
Akron started its teachers at 
$5,300 a year and this figure 
was increased by $200 with Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes’ recent sign­ 
ing of a bill providing a $200 
raise for all Ohio teachers. 
“ W e’re in excellent shape,” 
reported Columbus Supt. Harold 
Eibling. He said that other than 
a good pay schedule, the col­ 
leges 
and 
universities 
around 
the city add to teacher attrac-

President Ho Chi Minh’s gov 
eminent seems to regard the 
aid it has been getting from the 
Communist world as niggardly. 
It has advised its public to do 
away with the mentality of rely 
ing on foreign assistance” and 
promote industry, plain living 
and thriftiness.” 
Premier Pham Van Dong told

April: Wre must rely mainly on 
our own resources while doing 
our best to win the sympathy 
and assistance of the world’s 
people, first of all the fraternal 
Socialist countries.” 
Since then, the squeeze proba­ 
bly has become more painful. 
Figures on the cost of the war 
to North Viet Nam are lacking. 


Communists do not discuss such 
things openly. Red regimes pre­ 
sumably chip in to sustain Ha­ 
noi’s defenses or help finance 
aid to the Viet Cong. 
Red China gives no figures on 
its aid to Hanoi. Moscow in June 
1964 said it had invested the 
equivalent of $350 million in the 
Hanoi regime, apparently all in 
economic aid. That was before 
the U.S. bombings in the North. 
Since then Moscow presumably 
installed costly 
missile sites. 
Other 
Communist 
countries 


promised h e l p , 
but no an 
nouncements have been made 
on what, if anything, was deliv­ 
ered. 
Hanoi has made no announce­ 
ment about increased taxes or 
other measures to finance war 
preparations. In fact, it claims 
it has even been able to lower 
some consumer prices. The evi­ 
dence is that Hanoi is trying to 
pay its way by total mobiliza­ 
tion and belt-tightening meas­ 
ures. 
North Viet Nam suffered loss­ 


es from floods and typhoons in 
1964. Now it has met new diffi­ 
culties in mobilizing men and 
women to train for possible 
fighting, draining needed man­ 
power from food and industry 
production. 
The government has indicated 
it had difficulty meeting food 
requirements, 
saying 
it 
just 
managed to meet part 
of the 
requirements to insure supplies 
and equipment to goods and 
consumer industries.
